Dear Students, 

When you are home for the brief 
Christmas holidays ask your mother, a 
pharmacist, the convenience store clerk, 
or your Uncle John to define a univer- 
sity. No doubt you will get an assort- 
ment of responses such as a centre for 
higher education, an institution which 
grants degrees, a place where you can 
train for a good job, a storehouse of 
knowledge, and so on. Chances are few 
will touch upon the unique feature that 
separates universities from other insti- 
tutions of post-secondary education. 
Perhaps surprisingly, many professors 
themselves are unable to make this dis- 
tinction. 

In a post-strike letter to students 
(Lambda Oct. 5, 1989) Dr. E.E. Mehant 
laments that she has seen "this Univer- 
sity abandon its mandate as a teaching 
institution as administrators and those 
few professors who are willing to toe the 
line abandon the commitment to teach- 
ing in pursuit of a few high profile re- 
search goals." Surely this statement is a 
contradiction in terms. 

A university is an institution in which 
a group of experts called faculty prac- 
tice their profession at the highest pos- 
sible levels. This means that they are not 
only cognizant of all aspects of their 
own discipline, but they are also adding 
knowledge to it on an ongoing basis. 
This activity is called research and the 




proof that they are doing research is the 
publication of peer-reviewed articles in 
journals and books which then become 
part of public knowledge. 

Scholarly activity which purports to 
be research, but produces no tangible 
results in terms of publications, is of 
limited value. Research should not be 
confused with the routine work of pro- 
fessionals such as dentists extracting 
teeth, geologists identifying mineral 
specimens, nurses doing clinical work 
and management consultants working- 
up business strategies. 

Thus research distinguishes univer- 
sities from post-secondary education 
institutions, such as technical schools 
and community colleges, where students 
are "trained" by assimilating a known 
body of facts and who graduate "job- 
ready". 

In contrast, much of the materials in 
university curricuk are controversial and 
students are obliged to weigh evidence, 
consider alternatives, make choices, and 
be innovative. In short, they must think 
for themselves. Teaching and research 
are not separate activities. Professors 
transmit to students new ideas and con- 
cepts which have not, and may never 
become part of the dogma of the disci- 
pline. Accordingly, institutions which 
are called universities but whose faculty 
do no research are actually glorified

Generally speak- 
ing, if one looks back on his or her 
academic student career, the best re- 
searchers were also the best teachers 
simply because they were more imagi- 
native, motivated, innovative, and had a 
deeper insight into their field than non- 
researchers. 

You might wish to consider some 
"academic" question such as: What 
percentage of a faculty must be active 
researchers in order for an institution to 
qualify as a "university"?, and does and 
institution with say 8 faculty warrant the 
title "university'7 

How does a university improve and 
become first-rate? Certainly not by 
abandoning research but rather by at- 
tracting the very best scholars. But how 
does a university do this? By creating an 
atmosphere conductive to scholarship 
including: offering competitive sala- 
ries, improving the library, providing 
better equipment, lightening teaching 
loads, providing research monies, tangi- 
bly recognizing good scholarship in both 
faculty and students and so on. 

I suspect many colleagues die not 
spend 1 6 days oil the picket lines so that 
Laurenuan University would regress to 
a "teaching university".

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DR DANIEL TO BE NEXT 
VICE-CHANCELLOR ?

The Council of the Open University 
announced today (1 November 1989) 
that it has appointed Dr John Daniel, 
President of the Laurenuan University 
of Sudbury, Canada, as Vice -Chancel- 
lor of the University in succession to Dr 
John Horlock. He will take office on 1 
July 1990. 

Dr Daniel is 47, married with three 
children. He has been closely involved 
with international developments in dis- 
tance education for many years. He is a 
pastpresidentof the International Coun- 
cil for Distance Education and chaired 
the planning group which laid the i 
groundwork for the Commonwealth of f. 
Learning, the Commonwealth's new k 
distance education network. 

He speaks with enthusiasm about the 
challenges awaiting him on his return to 
Europe, and thinks the Open University 
will face greater opportunities than ever. 
"It will be a privilege to lead the Univer- 
sity as we work together to make its 
plans into reality," he says. 

BACKGROUND 

After secondary schooling at Christ's 
Hospital John Daniel graduated from 
Oxford with first class honours in metal- 
lurgy in 1965. Research work at the 
University of Paris earned him a Doc- 
toral d'Elal, and he began his academic 
career at the Ecolc Polylcchnique, Uni- 
versity of Montreal, in 1969. He says 
that a summer appointment at the Open 
University in 1972 had a profound ef- 
fect on his subsequent career, leading 
him to spend the rest of the 1970's in 
Canada's new distance leaching univer- 
sities. 

He was Dircctcur des Etudes at the 
Telc-Univcrsitc of the University of 
Quebec from 1973-77 and Vice-Presi- 
dent of Athabasca University from 1978- 
80. During this period he was an exter- 
nal supervisor in the Open University's 
postgraduate programme and contrib- 
uted five papers to theOU's tenth anni- 
versary conference in 1979. In 1980 he 
moved to Montreal as Vice Rector, 
Academic of Concordia University. 

Dr Daniel was appointed President 
of Laurcntian University in 1984, where 
he also has the status of Professor in the 
Faculty of Science and Engineering. 

He is bilingual in English and French. 
In 1986, in recognition of his work in 
promoting the French language and 

culture in Canada, he was made a Cheva- 
lier dc 1 'Ordre Oes Palmes Academiqucs. 

He has published extensively on inter- 
national developments in distance edu- 
cation. He is presently on leave from 
Laurcntian University, participating in 
a course in international policy studies 
which will take him all over the world in 
the coming months. He regards this as 
an ideal preparation for the tasks ahead. 
"The Open University is one of Britain's 
greatest international assets in a rapidly 
changing world,"he says, "and studying 
current global developments closely 
makes one realize just how tremendous 
is the OU's potential." 

Dr Daniel says he is impressed by the 
recent reviews of the OU's academic 
priorities and organization. He adds that 
he is excited by the diversity of chal- 
lenges ahead, among which he includes 
closer integration of academic program- 
mes to maximize their potent' si - oppor- 
tunities in Europe; development of the 
MBA degree; the introduction of lan- 
guage teaching; further progress in bring- 
ing the University closer to its students* 
and clients; and the nurturing of addi-* 
tional world class research groups.

STUDENTS LIFE: Varsity Ad Incites Riot in Psych Class

TORONTO (CUP) — An ad in the 
November 16 issue of a University of 
Toronto student paper has been blamed 
for a disruption in a first year psychol- 
ogy course. 

The full-page Molson Canadian ad 
had a "reading comprehension" quiz. 
Readers scored points for performing 
the test correctly, and they could "score 
ten points if you scream the words out at 
the top of your lungs during a psychol- 
ogy lecture". Professor Katherine Cov- 
ell said someone distributed copies of 
The Varsity to her first year psychology 
course with the ad highlighted, urging 
people to call out at 12:25 pm. 

The class of 1 600 students was halted 
for several minutes, she said. "It took 
me a couple of minutes to figure out 
what was happening," said Covell. "I'm 
not used to people suddenly shouting 
out bizarre things. People shouted as a 
direct result of the advertisement in The 
Varsity." 



First year student Trevor Grabher 
said three to four students disrupted the 
class by shouting out parts of the ad, but 
soon stopped after Covell laid down the 
law. "She said 'One more comment like 
that and I'm out of here, and you'll have 
a hard time answering questions on the 
test'," Grabher said. 

Covell said she was angered by the 
outburst because she has been making a 
conscious effort to keep the lectures 
orderly. "I've been putting in an incred- 
ible amount of energy attempting to 
dispel the mythology (surrounding PS Y 
100)," she said. 

The first year course has had a repu- 
tation as being particularly unruly, said 
psychology department chair Fergus 
Craik. But, he added, the students have 
been much better behaved this year. 
"The first day, everyone was doing the 
wave", but incidents like that have sub- 
sided, "Grabher said, adding he under- 
stands why Covell is upset. 'It's pTetty 
bad if it disrupts (the class) for every - 
one,"hesaid. "I think if someone makes 
the occasional joke, it's okay."

WATERLOO (CUP) — Wilfrid Lau- 
rier University students whose "Women 
for Rent" banner was taken down by 
university officials say they were mis- 
understood. 

The sign was advertising a women's 
residence "slave auction", (a charity 
event, where participants offer their 
services for a day to the highest bidder). 
Dean of Students Fred Nichols had the 
banner removed after he received sev- 
eral complaints. "My floor is really 
upset that our intentions were misunder- 
stood," said residence supervisor Sue 
Havermehl. "We certainly didn't mean 
to offend anyone." 

Habermehl said the residents held 
the event to raise money for a rented 
fridge and microwave among other 
things. "The sign was not offensive to 
our floor," said Betty McCormick, a 
first year student from Brantford. 
"Everyone has their own set of morals, 
and any one thing is bound to offend 
somebody." "Those who protested may 
have been justified in taking offense, but 
they don't have the right to say that 
we're wrong," she added. 

Organizers changed the events theme 
to "Rent- A-Friend" after consulting with 
residence officials. The residents raised 
about $180 at the auction.

HALIFAX (CUP)— Nova Scotia's new 
pay equity law will not benefit women 
as it now stands, a Canadian Union of 
Public Employees official says. 

On the contrary, "(Women) are going 
to be excluded from the law," Sandi 
Howell, CUPE'spay equity officer said. 
The Act examines ten people workers 
doing the same job. If six or more are 
women, it is considered a 'female group,' 
or male if 60 per cent are male. Salaries 
for the two groups will then be com- 
pared to see if there is pay equity. "That 
set up is fine for the government 
workplace where there are more than 
ten workers in the one work place, but 
for hospitals and school boards it is not 
going to help them at all," said Howell. 
"And some work places that have high 
concentrations of women, such as nurs- 
ing assistants, will not have a male class 
to compare with," she said.

already covers government employees. 
University workers will be covered by 
the Spring of next year. "If we general- 
ize from experiences in other universi- 
ties then there will be benefits," 
Dalhousie University official Michael 
Roughneen said, in support of the law. 

Only Ontario and Manitoba have 
legislated pay equity for university em- 
ployees. Howell said they have not been 
focusing on the university component 
yet. "The problems with the act for 
school boards and hospitals may be the 
same for the university workers." 

To change the problems they see 
CUPE is suggesting that the govern- 
ment not limit comparisons to individ- 
ual work places. "Groups should be 
developed on a province wide basis," 
she said. That way there would be a 
male and female job class for each posi- 
tion in the province to compare with said 
Howell. "This legislation was intro- 
duced just before the last election. We'll 
see if the government knew what it was 
doing or whether it was an honest mis- 
take and is willing to change it," said 



ACCESSIBILITY: Faculty' Scholar Plan Elitist?

TORONTO (CUP) — A plan to give 
privileges to students with high grades 
is under fire from campus student or- 
ganizations at the University of Toronto. 
The recommendation comes from a 
special committee formed in 1987 to 
review undergraduate arts and science 
education. The report says incoming 
students with an average of 3.5 out of 4 
(80%) should get special recognition as 
"faculty scholars." It also says these 
students should get immediate enrol- 
ment in the program of their choice. 
Most U of T students face limited enrol- 
ment for second year programs. But the 
most contentious recommendation is to 
have special second year seminars or 
courses for all 'faculty scholars'. 

Association of Part-time Undergradu- 
ate Students official Robert Cook said 
he is concerned about the possible ef- 
fects of such a program. "That could be 
seen as promoting elitism," he said. 
"They're talking about the best teaching 
the best. Does that mean that Joe Aver- 
age student isn't going to be able to be 
taught by the best?" Cook also said 
setting up courses for faculty scholars 



could mean diverting professors and 
funding away from the majority of under- 
graduates. And, he said, only full-time 
students are eligible under the current 
proposal. 

But associate dean of Arts and Sci- 
ence Eleanor Cook said the university 
lacks the cash to create special courses. 
She said U of T can't afford to offer 
special courses. But, she added, special 
ev ents like lunches and discussion groups 
could give faculty scholars the attention 
they deserve. She said the idea of offer- 
ing students with high grades these perks 
was an attempt to lure the "best stu- 
dents" to U of T. 

Arts and Science student council 
president Bev Kink aid said she disagrees 
first year students shouldn't be called 
faculty scholars. "Wethink il'srather il- 
logical that a student can be designated 
a faculty scholar without ever complet- 
ing any university work," she said. "If 
you want to acknowledge their success, 
put your money where your mouth is 
and give them a scholarship. I like the 
idea of recognizing achievement, but I 
don't think students should be afforded 
any special opportunities at the expense 

of other students."
